gin only Wiregrass Cooks 142 va- 
riety of cotton and in this way 
keep the seed from mixing with 
impure seed, All seed were re- 
moved from the gin rools, augers, 
etc.,, and 25 bales of this variety 
of cotton as selected in the Spring 
by Curtis farmers were ginned. 
Seventeen bales of this variety of 
cotton was ginned pure at a pre- 
vious gin day. A committee of 
Curtis farmers, in conference with 
J. P, Wilson of the Headland I¢x- 
| periment Station, found this Wire- 


grass 142 to be one of the out-} 


Standing wilt resisting cottons for 
this section, 

Other communities woud do well 
to follow the example of Curtis 
farmers in selecting’ an outstand- 
ing variety of cotton and keep it 
pure, as cotton seed mixing at, the 
gin is the chief factor in cotton 
becoming “run out.” Seed mixing 
tends to bring out undesirable 
heredity traits that often result 
in shorter staple lengths and less 
disease resisting qualities, It has 
also been found by Curtis farmers 
that where several bales of a sim- 
ilar grade and staple is located, 
the buyers are attracted and will 
pay a@ premium for uniformity. 

At a meeting Thursday of 
“Wiregrass 142 Growers" at Cur- 
tis, plans were completed to pro- 
vide special marketing sacks with 
the Curtis Seed Association iden- 
tification thereon. Other farmers 
desiring to cooperate in growing 
and keeping this cotton up to a 
high standard may find surplus 
seed locally, 

At other farm meetings to be 
held by the farmers of Curtis, in 
cooperation with Mr, R. G, Ellis 
and Mr. E, P. Gieger, vocational 
agricultural instructors, plans will 
be made to further increase the 
area of one-variety cotton grown 
in the Curtis area. Seventy-five 
farmers are growers of this va- 
riety this year and much improve- 
ment is expected from this cooper-

AN ORDINANCE 


An Ordinance to Provide Rules 
and Regulations Governing the 
Conduct of Dance Halls and Pa- 
villions Within the City Limits 
of the City of Elba, Alabama. 

Be It Ordained by City Council of 

the City of Elba, Alabama, in Reg- 

ular Session Assembled, as 

Follows: 


1, That a dancing hall or danc- 


jing pavillion, within the meaning 


of this ordinance, shall be any 
place maintained by any person, 
firm, or corporation within the 
city limits of Elba, Alabama, 
where dancing is permitted and 
where public is invited. 

2, That it shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm, or corporation to 
operate or conduct a dance hall, 
or dancing pavillion within the 
city limits of Elba, Alabama, to 
keep the same open, or to permit 
the same to be used for dancing 
at any time between the hours 
from eleven o'clock P. M, to eight 
o'clock A, M., except that the same 
may be operated up to twelve 
o'clock on Saturday nights and, it 
shall be unlawful to conduct or 
operate such danc halls or dance 
pavillions, or to allow the same 
to be used, during any of the hours 
on any Sunday; provided, how- 
ever, that the owner or proprtetor 
of any such dance hall or dance 
pavillion upon securing written

than our native cocklebur and is 
bushier in the top, T cannot give 


you a description of this weed) 


but you will not have any trouble 
in identifying this weed if it is on 
your farm, Our native cocklebur 
will not grow on poor soil and for 
this reason it does not pester some 
of us. The farmer who has a 
real poor place is not bothered 
with the native cocklebur, but this 
Texas cocklebur will grow on the 
very poorest soil to be found in 
this section, We should all make 


sure that this weed is not on our} 


place. If we find a trace of it 
we should pull up and destroy ev- 
ery weed at once, No one but a 
lazy, indifferent farmer will allow 
the Texas cocklebur to get a start 
on his farm, If it takes one hour 
or one month to destroy this weed 
you should do so at once as it is 
f pest of the severest nature and 
if it ever gets a good start on 
your place it will be mighty hard 
to stop.

SWEBT POTATO VINES — It 
is about time for us to begin dig- 
ging sweet potatoes and I’m ex- 
ceedingly anxious for every farm- 
er in this section to receive every 
possible ativantage from his po- 
tato crop. If we do this we must 
begin now in using potatoes and 
the vines. I would suggest that 
you dig five or ten bushels of po- 
tatoes for table and livestock use. 
Your old mules are entitled to a 
few of the potatoes he helped you 
to grow. That old milk cow is 


also entitled to a few early pota-| 


toes as she has been reaping grass 
and turning it into milk for you 
all the year, You have not half 
paid her for what she has done 
and you certainly could not go 
wrong by giving her a few early 
sweet potatoes .
